Mrs. Paul Hammer o f San 
An- 
aelmo , member o f the Marin Co unty 
Taxpay ers asso ciatio n, declared that 
French fo r o ne 
was 
impo rtant 
eno ugh to be o ffered free o f charge 
but that co urses like gardening 
sho uld be paid fo r by tho se taking 
the co urses because such learning 
co uld be “here to day and go ne to ­ 
mo rro w.” 
Ro bert Dreyfus, a Ro ss atto rney 
and also a member o f the taxpay ers 
asso ciatio n, felt 
that 
co urses in 
adult educatio n sho uld be self-sup­ 
po rting and sho uld no t be paid fo r 
by the state, which co uld use such 
mo ney fo r o ther needs. “There just 


isn’t eno ugh mo ney to go aro und,” 
Dreyfus declared. He felt that un­ 
less adults pay fo r the co urses, there 
Just wo n’t be any mo re adult educa­ 
tio n. 


Two o ther panel members, who 
argued fo r free public educatio n fo r 
adults, were E. B. Gearhart, prin­ 
cipal o f San Rafael Evening High 
scho o l, and Francis Shafer, 
prin­ 
cipal o f the Tamalpais Evening High 
scho o l. Educatio n is a 
co ntinuing 
pro cess, they po inted o ut,

Five More Polio Cases Here; 
May Set Record For County 


Five Marin 
y o u ng s t e r s were 
ho spitalized recently fo r treatment 
to po lio myelitis, the dreaded disease 
which has stricken 18 perso ns in the 
co unty this year, a reco rd which 
may co nstitute “an all time high 
fo r Marin.” 
Co unty Health Office Clarice H. 
Hay lett repo rts the yo ungsters, all 
under nine y ears o f age, had spent 
the summer weeks in Marin befo re 
being diagno sed as having the dis­ 
ease. 
This y ear s reco rd is 12 abo ve the 
number o f po lio cases in the co unty 
a t this time last y ear Dr Hay lett 
po inted o ut adding, “what happens 
in the next two weeks will deter­ 
mine whether we will have an aver­ 
age o r epidemic y ear fo r po lio .” 
“Mo st o f the cases this y ear were 
yo ung children and mo st o f them 
have been relatively mild, no t an 
epidemic at this time.” 
The victims are an 8 -y ear-o ld Mill 
Valley bo y, diagno sed o n August 20; 
a 4-y ear-o ld San Anselmo bo y and 
2-y ear-o ld Mill Valley bo y, bo th sent 
to ho spitals with the illness o n Au­ 
gust 26. 
A 1-y ear-o ld Ro ss girl who re­ 


ceived first treatment fo r po lio o n 
August 30, and a 2-y ear-o ld Belve- - 
dere girl, diagno sed as stricken with 
the sickness yesterday. 
A repo rt o f many o f the cases was 
held up until y esterday by do cto rs 
wanting to be certain o f their diag­ 
no sis. 
Dr. Hay lett stated there co uld 
be no do ubt the y o ungsters were 
suffering fro m po lio , she ruled o ut 
the po ssibility that they co uld be 
stricken with encephalitis, a disease 
having similar sympto ms. She add­ 
ed: 
“Last y ear at the end o f August 
there were six cases o f po lio . Al­ 
tho ugh the real po lio mo nths last 
y ear were September and Octo ber 
which bro ught the y ear’s to tal up to 
22. 
“This y ear we have had many 
cases earlier in the y ear which may 
be shaping up to an all time high/ 
fo r Marin. 
“What happens in the next two 
weeks will determine whether we 
will have an average o r epidemic 
y ear fo r po lio . . 
Mo st o f the cases are receiving 
treatment at Marin General ho s­ 
pital, the health o fficer co ncluded.*

His mo tio n was seco nded by Di­ 
recto r Jim Go o dale who added “the 
superviso rs sho uld get busy and do 
so mething abo ut a co urtho use site.”

Wielder Of Axe

SteVart relived a nightmare o f vio 
lence to day in Marin Superio r co urt 
as he to ld ho w he was savagely 
beaten with a hatchet during an 
escape attempt January 14 in which 
two o ther guards were killed. 
The Wo o dacre man, called to the 
stand by District Atto rney Richard 
Sims, said that o n the night that 
guards Vern A. Mackin and Charles 
D. Wiget were knifed and cho pped 
to death he was called to the li­ 
brary by a fello w o fficer to attend 
to a “sick” priso ner. 
On arrival in a ro o m at the li­ 
brary ’s rear, Stewart fo und Eugene 
Burwell, 26, and James Alo nzo Ro g­ 
ers, 22, the two co nvicts no w o n trial 
fo r the do uble murder. 
Ro gers was lying o n a bench, 
clutching his side and mo aning 
abo ut an appendicitis attack. While 
guard Ralph E. Dasco mbe went fo r 
medical help, Stewart helped Bur- 
well lift Ro gers to the table. Then 
the actio n started. 


HAD HAND AXE 
“I backed up fro m the table and 
tho ught I’d bumped my head,” Stew­ 
art related. “I lo o ked up fro m the 
flo o r and saw a man with a hand 
axe standing o ver me.” 
He identified the axe-wielder as 
Burwell, who , Stewart said, “was 
cho pping at me all he co uld.” 
Ro gers by this time was standing 
by “with a smirk o n his face,” his 
ailment 
apparently 
cured, 
while 
Stewart lay o n his back, try ing to 
fend o ff Burwell’s attack with his 
feet. 
A co mmo tio n at the library do o r 
diverted Ro gers and Burwell fro m 
the fray but when Stewart ro se to 
his feet and tried to escape he was 
kno cked do wn by an axe "blo w fro m 
Burwell. 
PUSHED INTO NECK 
“Ro gers to o k a knife o r part o f a 
scisso rs and tried to push it in my 
neck,” Stewart said. 
Last thing the guard remembered 
was kicking at his assailant and see­ 
ing the legs o f ano ther guard under 
a nearby table. The legs belo nged to

A ll the body processes are then step­ 
ped up. The person becomes ex­ 
tremely nfervous, sweats excessively, 
and although he eats large apiounts, 
he gradually loses weight and en­ 
ergy as well.

thyroid is not active enough. This 
condition, ’ known as hypothyroi­ 
dism, or myxedema, can have se­ 
rious effects on the body and may 
produce permanent damage.

The 
hair becomes thin, tne nails become 
dry and brittle, and the skin dries 
out. The face appears puffy, the 
tongue thickens, and the voice grows 
hoarse.

For such a person, the use of antifat 
vitam ins such as choline, methio­ 
nine, or inositol, may be very help 
ful in preventing hardening of ar­ 
teries.

Fiscal, Engineering Facts

Assemblyman Richard Dolwig of San Mateo 
county—the chief hatchetman for the forces 
attempting to sabotage plans for the proposed 
Richmond-San Rafael bridge—is at it again. „ 
A £?w days ago he addressed a service club 
meeting in Petaluma to renew his effort^ to 
whip up opposition to the bridge which, when 
I built, will be such a great asset to the North 
’ Bay area and the Redwood Empire. 
* 
By innuendo, intimation and insinuation * 
* Dolwig attacked both the soundness of bridge 
; finance plans and the ability of the bridge as 
* presently contemplated to handle the traffic 
The full truth, of course, is the best defense 
against such attacks- Apparently then, it is 
necessary for us to review again the facts of 
bridge design and finance, 
j 
Originally, in a curbstone appraisal of the 
j situation, the engineers planning the bridge 
i thought to build a double-deck structure with 
* two lanes going in one direction on the top 
* deck and two lanes traveling in the other 
‘ direction on the bottom deck. Such a bridge, 
! obviously could carry a lot of traffic with a 
maximum of safety. 
By the time the legislature got around to 
■ authorizing the go-ahead on detailed design, 
I rising costs had made it uneconomic to build 
I both upper and lower decks to start with. 
I 
Obviously, the thing to do was to build only 
J one deck at first and make provision for addi- 
* tion of the second deck when traffic growth 
I demanded it When designs of this nature were 
* begun, it soon became evident that for max- 
- imum structural strength, a single deck bridge 
I should be wider than just two lanes. So the 
plans now being completed call for an eventual 
six-lane bridge—three lanes in one direction on 
the top deck and three lanes in the other 
* direction on the bottom deck. Only one deck 
will be completed at first—permitting two lanes 
of traffic and a parking area for disabled cars 
along one side. 
This latter provision, clearly, is a wise move 
for more reasons than one. A two-lane highway 
tis almost unanimously recognized as a safer 
| highway than one with thfee-lanes. (Witness 
our late, notorious three-lane “deathstrip" 
north of San Rafael.) 
» 
Since a disabled car or truck could effectively 
«tie-up traffic on a two-lane bridge, the provision 
for the disabled-car-park\ng strip along one side 
strikes us as an extremely wise move. 
! 
Such are the facts concerning the design of 


5 the bridge* 
' 
These are the facts which Dolwig ignores 
when he asks, “What -will happen on a two- 
lane bridge?” when a car is disabled. 
The answer—which he obviously chooses to 
ignore—is that disabled vehicles can be parked 
on the strip reserved for that purpose and

traffic will continue on its unobstructed way. 
Now let’s turn to the facts on finance: ' 
The toll bridge authority and the State de­ 
partment of public works employed a firm of 
experts to determine whether it was likely that 
a vehicular bridge between San Rafael and 
Richmond would carry sufficient toll-paying 
traffic to “pay for itself/' That is, whether 
revenue bonds could be issued to raise money 
for bridge construction and then be paid off 
out of tolls collected from bridge users. 


The conclusion of this long, involved and 
comprehensive study was, simply, “yes." 


The proof of the pudding is in the eating and 
the real question is when the bonds are offered 
for sale on the basis that they arc to be repaid 
out of tolls, will the bond houses buy them? 
No one can answer this with finality, of 
course, until the bonds are offered and we see 
what the bond houses do in fact — although 
Assemblyman Dolwig would have us believe it 
is certain that the bond houses will NOT buy 
the bonds. 


All indications point to the opposite answer 
however, for the bond houses base their decision 
to buy or not to buy on the recommendation 
of the very firm of experts which already have 
concluded that the proposition is financially 
sound. 


As the Santa Rosa Press Democrat observed 
editorially the other day: 


"To rbfect the San Rafael-to-Richmond 


Bridge, with its assumed benefits, and to 
gamble on a more costly crossing, on a 
solid-fill barrier which hasn't eDen been 
proved economically feasible, would be, in 
our opinion, a long-shot bet.

THERE ARE THE BEST of 
reasons why there is so much in­ 
terest in how the General ana the 
Governor are meeting their prob­ 
lems in taking over party leader­ 
ship. These are the crucial ques­ 
tions of the campaign. They pro­ 
vide, far more than any speech, a 
significant practical test of the 
candidates themselves and of their 
ability to govern effectively. What 
is more it is on who emerges as 
dominant in each party that the 
character of the next administra­ 
tion and of the opposition in Con­ 
gress as well depends. 
% 
For the purposes of a political 
campaign it can be assumed that 
this country is not divided ideo­ 
logically. It is the exception rather 
than the rule to find any public 
man admitting that on any of tha 
great issues of foreign and domestic 
policy he differs in principle from 
any other public man. So if one 
reads only the words of the 
prescriptions, the medicine will al­ 
ways seem to. be more» or less *the 
same mixture of rhubarb and sqda. 
But the words of the prescription 
do not tell the patient what he is 
actually going to find himself 
swallowing. That will depend on 
who is behind the counter when 
the prescription is made up. 
In 1932, for example, the Demo­ 
crats were elected on a platform 
and after speeches which were 
strictly isolationist in foreign af­ 
fairs and in domestic affairs were 
orthodox conservative. But what” 
mattered was that the control of 
the Democratic party had been 
«von by Roosevelt and the New 
Dealers. 


SINCE THEN THE PROBLEM 
of party control has not until this 
year bothered the Democrats. The 
succession from Roosevelt to Tru­ 
man happened over three years be­ 
fore the party primaries and con­ 
vention of 1948, and by that time, 
though there was some rebellion, 
Truman was in full control of the 
immense powers of the presidency. 
But now, as Gov. Stevenson has 
acknowledged, *there is no more 
Important question in his cam­ 
paign than whether he is leading 
the party or whether the party 
is in charge of him. 
. The Republicans ought to be 
quite familiar with the struggle for 
party control. It has been their 
main problem for twenty years — 
and especially since 1940, when un­ 
der Willkie they made the first of 
their four successive attempts to 
reconstruct the party by replacing 
the leadership which had crashed 
in 1932. 
This year, then, the question is 
paramount in both parties. It* ia 
paramount in the sense that tha 
struggle for control is the ac«* 
tuality with which and in which 
Eisenhower and Stevenson art 
moving. The drama is fascinating 
and momentous—but not qg yet as 
between Stevenson and Eisenhower. 
The audience is watching intently 
to see how well each can ride tha 
horse on which he is mounted. Af­ 
ter that will come the horse race. 


AS OF NOW, NEITHER can 
take it as settled that he is firmly 
in the saddle. Both are still in tha 
process of asserting their powers 
and of establishing their authority. 
For neither belongs, so to speak, to 
the reigning dynasty of his party, 
and in relation to the old party 
satraps, courtiers, bureaucrats and 
henchmen, both 
are 
intruders 
drawn from outside the palace and 
the inner circle of the favorites. 
Eisenhower is to Taft rather liks 
Gen. Naguib to King Farouk: not 
of tha blood royal but for tha 
present acclaimed by tha bigger 
battalions. And Stevenson, ona 
might say, is the scion of an older 
house—once the only legitimate 
dynasty—which fell, in fact was 
rudely deposed^as out of date and 
too genteel, but b now being re­ 
stored. For the new kings had pro­ 
duced no heir, and there was no 
crown prince. 


MANY PRACTICAL consequences 
are flowing from the fact that 
both candidates are outsiders. The 


most important is that only ona of 
them, the winner of the election, 
will be able to hold on to tha lead­ 
ership of his party, The loser must 
expect to lose all his power and 
most of his influence within his 
party: he may be lucky to abe in­ 
vited to speak at the 1956 conven­ 
tion. 
For the winning party will be 
run from the White House, and tha 
new President, with his enormous 
powers, * patronage and prestige, 
will for a while at least be the un­ 
disputed boss. But the losing party 
will be run from Congress by the 
senior Senators and Congressmen 
who have survived the defeat of, 
their candidate. Eisenhower or 
Stevenson, whichever is the loser, 
will not be among the «political 
survivors in Congress, 
Had the Republican candidate 
been Sen. Taft, he would be con­ 
ducting his campaign on the as­ 
sumption that even defeated, he 
would still be Mr. Republican. Not 
so Gen. Eisenhower. Only when 
and if he is elected, will he be able 
to make himself Mr. Republican. 
This is one of those facts which 
Gen. Eisenhower and his friends 
cannot afford to overlook. For it 
explains tha kind of pressure to 
which he has been subjected since 
his nomination.

For if Ensenhower \is elected, 
they will be overshadowed by tha 
White House; if, on the other 
hand, Eisenhower were defeated, 
it would not be too difficult for- 
let us say Dirksen and Mundt, to 
keep the discussion on a high plana 
—to console themselves with tha 
powers and -perquisities that go 
with being the authentic and un­ 
disputed leaders of tha opposition 
party. That is why Gen. Eisenhow­ 
er is being advised, warned, and 
threatened by tha men ha defeat­ 
ed in July that they will defeat 
him in November, unless he helps 
them remain in control of the 
party in Congress. Their pressure 
is heavy. It to n<5t a bluff. For 
there is much genuine doubt as to 
whether they personally have more 
to gain by Eisenhower’s victory or 
by his defeat. 


GEN. EISENHOWER IS con­ 
fronted, therefore, with an excep­ 
tionally difficult problem: he is 
the nominee of a party in which a 
highly organized faction, long tha 
dominant faction, c a n n o t be 
counted on to be unreservedly in 
favor of his election. He is not, if\l 
may say so, mastering this funda­ 
mental problem. His initial mis­ 
take, it seems to me, is that he has 
accepted uncritically the formula 
that in order to be a successful 
President he needs a Republican 
majority to organize both Houses 
of Congress. 
The formula is plausible, of 
course, but for Him in his present 
situation it is a destructive fallacy. 
It is, to begin with, not true that as 
President he could not carry out 
his measures without a Republican 
majority. The General has con­ 
fused a Republican majority with 
an Eisenhower majority. In Con­ 
gress, the Republicans, like the 
Democrats, do not vote as a uni­ 
fied party. Eisenhower as Presi­ 
dent would have to find his Con­ 
gressional support in a coalition of 
non-isolationist conservatives. He 
could not possibly find it among 
the Republicans alone. 
The formula, moreover, is bssed 
on a political fantasy — namely 
that Eisenhower can do what Taft 
would have tried to do, and that 
he can still carry with him all the 
Republicans, independents, and 
those loosely attached Democrats 
who were for Eisenhower and 
against Taft.

MOST STATE DEPARTMENTS 
at the present time have either 
one or two employees whom they 
designate as public relations offi­ 
cials. These state employees have 
the duty of dispensing information 
concerning the department’s work 
to the people of the state. 
Dunn’s idea, it was indicated, is 
to turn the light of propaganda 
into television thorugh the so- 
called “educational” programs on 
the proposed television system. 
The f e d e r a l communications 
commission has allocated eight 
television channels to California 
to be used by public agencies if 
they so desire, for television on a 
so-called “educational basis.” 
These stations, if set up, would 
be in direct competition with the 
private stations for the tirnq of 
the home viewer.

A so-cal]g& i n d e p e n d e n t San 
Rafael insurance agency last night 
backed the 45-member Marin Coun­ 
ty Association of Insurance Agents, 
Inc., by offering Tamalpais High 
school district fire insurance for less 
than the trustees now pay. 
A. M. Sousa and his associate, V. 
H, Wheeler, of Sousa’s insurance 
agency, 3066 Fourth street asked the 
board to consider their proposal “ to 
sav e the district some money.” 
Min to and Wilkie I n s u r a n c e 
agency, San Rafael acts on behalf 
of the Marin Association of Insur­ 
ance Agents carrying fire insurance 
t or the district at present. 
Sousa, whose agency does not be­ 
long to the Marin association of 
agents, admitted he couldn’t offer 
the board a better plan than it al­ 
ready has, but proposed to do ev ery­ 
thing Minto and Wilkie do for the 
district. But they said they would 
cut the price 24 per cent. 
Then started an hour-and-a-half 
discussion of the adv antages and 
disadv antages of mutual-type insur­ 
ance v s. board companies. 
Sousa and Wheeler argued for the 
mutual companies, although, as an 
agency^ they admitted using some 
board policies too. 
Farrington L. Jones, San Anselmo 
real estate and insurance man, and 
v ice president of the incorporated 
insurance agents group, led the 
spokesmen for the “ older, bigger, 
more substantial” board companies. 
With him from the association 
were: 
President Charles J, Murray, Sec­ 
retary Walter W. Carter, and Fred 
Banducci of Minto and Wilkie. 


-Jones told the trustees that mu­ 
tual companies and board compan­ 
ies “ are as different as socialism and 
capitalism.” He added that “ a good 
insurance company is a bondholder 
but that anyone insuring with a 
mutual company is a stockholder 
sharing hazards of the business.” 
Sousa retorted that mutual com­ 
panies, which share risks, are bssed 
on a profit-sharing basis among 
policy-holders, whereas board com- 
panim exist for profit to stockhold- 


When Jones accused Sousa of sell­ 
ing “ cut rate insurance” Sousa told 
the board the insurance association 
in Marin could get cheaper insur­ 
ance for the district but would 'get 
less commission for its members if 
it did. Wheeler pointed out the 
trustees would be giv ing a serv ice 
to the community by sav ing taxpay­ 
ers’ money in using less expensiv e 
insurance. 
Trustee Earle L. Dav id pointed 
out to Sousa that Minto and Wilkie 
had the expense of starting the cov ­ 
erage some years ago. Jones added 
there was more to placing insurance 
than the rate and pointed out the 
costs for serv ice, expense to under­ 
writers, 
and 
of 
scientific 
rate 
studies. He said there was an ad­ 
v antage in the centralized placement 
offered by the insurance sssociation. 
With four years more to go on 
Minto and Wilkie’s cov erage, and 
with Sousa's proposal only for one 
year at a time, the trustees took 
Sousa’s offer under adv isement until 
an adjourned meeting September 
15 at S p.m.

“ Yes I do,” Mrs. Hammer replied. 
“ What you learn in French becomes 
a part of you and is there to stay, 
but gardening for example might 
be here today but gone tomorrow.” 
“ I used to be a student of Span­ 
ish, but that’s already gone,” Sha­ 
fer quipped. 
\ 
Both Gearhart and Shafer argued 
that it would be difficult to deter­ 
mine which courses are of benefit 
to the community and which are 
not. If a class is worth holding, they 
pointed out, then ev eryone should 
hav e an equal opportunity to at­ 
tend regardless of indiv idual ability 
to pay. 
Gearhart said he does pot' feel 
that state money now allotted to 
adult education will go to elementary 
school districts, ev en if adults paid 
for their own classes. “ As the state 
law is set up” , he said, “ if there is 
no adult education, the eight million 
dollars now used for the purpose 
would stay in the state general fund 
and would not be div erted to the 
elementary schools.” 
Dreyfus agreed with Mrs. Hammer 
that a line should be drawn to de­ 


termine what adult courses should 
be free and which should be self- 
supporting. 
“ Courses such as typing, bookkeep­ 
ing, shorthand, American literature, 
etc. should be free,” he said, “ but 
when it comes to dog-training, the 
line should be drawn. Anybody who 
can afford a dog can afford to pay 
for classes to train their dogs.” 
Earlier Mrs. Hammer had cited a 
few courses which she felt should 
not be paid from public funds—such 
gpurses as how-to-look-at-mod^rn- 
pictures, 
care-and-training-of-the- 
dog, and folk dancing. 
THEY’RE ‘ALL JUSTIFIED’ 
Shafer disagreed “ It is v ery dif­ 
ficult to draw a line between av o- 
cational and cultural courses,” he 
said. 
“ Courses like upholstery 
or 
woodworking—I feel all these classes 
are justified.” 
Gearhart said that by far, the 
great majority of those taking gar­ 
dening are doing so to improv e their 
garden around theri homes. This he 
said adds to their own welfare and 
to county beautification. 
Gearhart agreed that some people 
are able to pay for the courses but 
asked: “ Can you say that one course 
is to be offered free and another is 
to be paid for by the students? 
Where can you draw the line? ”

French Vs. Gardening Tops 
Adult Education Debate 
Is an adult course in French of 
more benefit to the community town 
a class in gardening? 
This was one of the points of ar­ 
gument this morning on Kitty Op- 
penheimer s KTIM sounding board 
program, as four guests discussed 
the question, “Should'adults pay in­ 
dividually for adult education cours­ 
es?“ 
Mrs. Paul Hammer of San An- 
•elmo, member of the Marin County 
Taxpayers association, declared that 
French for one was important 
enough to be offered free of charge 
but that courses like gardening 
shank! be paid for by those taking 
the courses because such learning 
could be “here today and gone to­ 
morrow.*' 
Robert Dreyfus, a Ross attorney 
and also a member of the taxpayers 
association, felt 
that 
courses in 
adult education should be self-sup­ 
porting and should not be paid for 
by the state, which could use such 
money for other needs, “There just 


isn’t enough money to go around,” 
Dreyfus declared. He felt that un­ 
less adults pay for the courses, there 
just won’t be any »ore adult educa­ 
tion. 
Two other panel members, who 
argued for free public education for 
adults, were E. B. Gearhart, prin­ 
cipal of San Rafael Evening High 
school, and Francis Shafer, prin­ 
cipal of the Tamalpais Evening High 
school. Education is a continuing 
process, they pointed out. and as 
part of the total education pro­ 
gram should be offered free and 
with equal opportunity for all. 
Ths debate on the French course 
csme up after Mrs. Hammer had 
noted the relative importance of 
some courses over others. Pointing 
to an announcement of courses' at 
College of Marin, Mrs. Hammer ex­ 
plained that those marked with as- 
tericks are given for college credit 
and that those courses arc import-

Five More Polio Cases Here; 
May Set Record For County 


Five Marin yo ungst ers were 
hospitalised recently for treatment 
to poliomyelitis, the dreaded disease 
which has stricken 18 persons in the 
county this year, a record which 
may constitute “an all time high 
tor Marin. ' 
County Health Office Clarice H 
Haylett reports the youngsters, all 
under nine years of age. had spent 
the summer weeks In Marin before 
being diagnosed as having the dis­ 
ease. 
This year a record is 12 above the 
number of polio cases in the county 
at this time last year Dr Haylett 
pointed out adding, ‘What happens 
in the next two weeks will deter­ 
mine whether we will have an aver­ 
age or epidemic year tor polio.” 
“Moat of the cases this year were 
young children and most of them 
have been relatively mild, not an 
epidemic at this time.** 
The victim* are an 8-year-old Min 
Valley boy, diagnosed on August 20; 
a 4-year-eld San Anselmo boy and 
2-year-old Mill Valley boy, both sent 
to hospitals with the Illness on Au­ 
gust 26. 
A I-year-old Ross girl who re­ 


ceived first treatment for polio on 
August 30, and a 2-year-old Belve-. 
dere girl, diagnosed as stricken with 
the sickness yesterday. 
A report of many of the cases was 
held up until yesterday by doctors 
wanting to be certain of their diag­ 
nosis. 
Dr. Haylett stated there could 
be no doubt the youngsters were 
suffering from polio, she ruled out 
the possibility that they could be 
stricken with encephalitis a disease 
having similar symptoms. She add­ 
ed: 
“Last year at the «id of August 
there were she cases of polio. Al­ 
though the real polio months last 
year were September and October 
which brought the year s total up to 
22. 
“This year we have had many 
esses earlier in the year which may 
be shaping up to an all time high. 
tor Marin. 
“What happens in the next two 
weeks will determine whether we 
will have an average or epidemic 
year for polio.. 
Most of the cases are receiving 
treatment at Marin General hos­ 
pital, the health officer concluded.*

*We urge the supervisors to hold 
immediate public hearings,” Schultz 
said, “to at lost lay the groundwork 
for any future board If a proper site 
arises out of those hearings, the 
board should take an option on it.** 
His motion was seconded by Di­ 
rector Jim Goodale who added “the 
supervisors should get busy and do 
something about a courthouse site.” 
Both letters will be drafted into 
resolutions and presented to the 
supervisors at next Monday’s meet­ 
ing, Chamber Manager 
Stanley 
Lowry added. 
Tomorrow is the deadline for put­ 
ting propositions on the November 
ballot, according to County Cleric 
George S. Joner. Because no deci­ 
sion was reached by the supervisors 
a bond issue for courthouse expan­ 
sion, originally planned for the bal­ 
lot, will not be voted upon 
DEVELOPMENT SURVEY 
In other matters the directors 
agreed to use its industrial develop­ 
ment committee to “spearhead** a 
survey to encourage industrial de­ 
velopment in the county. 
“We will assist the supervisors in 
any way we can,” Director Earl 
Grady said. However we think that 
a full time paid expert and an 
adequate staff win be required to 
get a detailed analysis of this vital 
problem.”

Widder Of Axe 


Ban Quentin Guard Vlrftl P 
BteVait relived a nightmare of vio­ 
lence today in Marin Superior court 
as he told how he was savagely 
beaten with a hatchet during an 
escape attempt January 14 in which 
two other guards were killed. 
The Woodacre man, called to the 
stand by District Attorney Richard 
Sims, said that on the night that 
guards Vern A. Mackin and Charles 
D. Wiget were knifed and chopped 
to death he was called to the li­ 
brary by a fellow officer to attend 
to a “sick” prisoner. 
On arrival in a room at the li­ 
brary's rear, Stewart found Eugene 
Burwell, 26, and James Alonzo Rog­ 
ers, 22, the two convicts now on trial 
for the double murder. 
Rogers was lying on a bench, 
clutching his ride and moaning 
about an appendicitis attack. While 
guard Ralph E. Dascombe went for 
medical help, Stewart helped Bur­ 
well lift Rogers to the table. Then 
the action started. 
HAD HAND AXE 
“I backed up from the table and 
thought I'd bumped my head ” Stew­ 
art related. “I looked up from the 
floor and saw a man with a hand 
axe standing over me.” 
He identified the axe-wielder as 
Burwell, who, Stewart said, “was 
chopping at me all he could.” 
Rogers by this time was standing 
by ‘ with a smirk on his face.” his 
ailment apparently cured, while 
Stewart lay on his back, trying to 
fend off Burwell's attack with his 
feet. 
A commotion at the library door 
diverted Rogers and Burwell from 
the fray but when Stewart rose to 
his feet and tried to escape he was 
knocked down by an axe ‘blow from 
Burwell. 
PUSHED INTO NECK 
“Rogers took a knife or part of a 
scissors and tried to push it in tffy 
neck” Stewart said. 
Last thing the guard remembered 
was kicking at his assailant and see­ 
ing the legs of another guard under 
a nearby table. The legs belonged to

Constipation may be another 
serious complication, and the per­ 
son is usually very anemic. 
HARDENING OF ARTERIES 
A very serious difficulty result­ 
ing from a lazy thyroid is an upset 
of the proper balance of fatty ma* 
terial in the blood. This may bring 
on hardening of the arteries which 
is difficult or impossible to correct. 
A diagnosis of hypothyroidism can 
usually be made by a metabolism 
test to determine the rate of the 
body's activity while breathing pure 
oxygen. 
Usually a person with a hypo­ 
thyroid condition will improve when 
given a thyroid gland substitute, 
and can be restored to good health. 
For such a person, the use of antifat 
vitamins such as choline, methio­ 
nine, or inositol, may be very help­ 
ful in preventing hardening of ar­ 
teries.

Bridge Opponents Ignore 
Fiscal, Engineering Facts

The full truth, of course, is the best defense 
against such attacks Apparently then, it is 
necessary for us to review again the facts of 
bridge design and finance, 
j 
Originally, in a curbstone appraisal of the 
: situation, the engineers planning the bridge 
I thought to build a double-deck structure with 
* two lanes going in one direction on the top 
* deck and two lanes traveling in the other 
* direction on the bottom deck. Such a bridge, 
. obviously could carry a lot of traffic with a 
* maximum of safety. 
t 
By the time the legislature got around to 
authorizing the go-ahead on detailed design, 
t rising costs had made it uneconomic to build 
J both upper and lower decks to start with. 
J 
Obviously, the thing to do was to build only 
one deck at first and make provision for addi- 
; tion of the second deck when traffic growth 
; demanded it When designs of this nature were 
; begun, it soon became evident that for max- 
! imum structural strength, a single deck bridge 
should be wider than juit two lanes. So the 
plans now being completed call for an eventual 
six-lane bridge—three lanes in one direction or 
the top deck and three lanes in the other 
direction on the bottom deck. Only one deck 
will be completed at first-permitting two lanes 
of traffic and a parking area for disabled cars 
along one side. 
This latter provision, clearly, is a wise move 
for more reasons than one. A two-lane highway 
iis almost unanimously recognized as a safer 
|highway than one with three-lane,. (Witne* 
♦ our late, notorious three-lane "deathvtrip” 
north of San Rafael.) 
Since a disabled car or truck could effectively 
tie-up traffic on a two-lane bridge, the provision 
for the distbled-cai-parking strip along one side 
strikes us as an extremely wise move. 
Such ire the facts concerning the design of 
the bridge- 
i 
These are the facts which Doiwig ignores 
when he asks, "What -will happen on a two- 
lane bridge?" when a car is disabled. 
The answer—which he obviously chooses to 
ignore-is that disabled vehicles can be parked 
on the strip reserved for that purpdse and

traffic will continue on its unobstructed way. 
Now let i turn to the facts on finance: 
The toll bridge authority and the State de­ 
partment of public works employed a firm of 
experts to determine whether it was likely that 
a vehicular bridge between San Rafael and 
Richmond would carry sufficient toll-paying 
traffic to "pay for itself.” That it, whether 
revenue bonds could be issued to raise money 
for bridge construction and then be paid off 
out of tolls collected from bridge users. 
The conclusion of this long, involved and 
comprehensive study was, simply, "yes.” 


The proof of the pudding is in the eating and 
the real question is when the bonds are offered 
for tale on the basis that they are to be repaid 
out of tolls, will the bond houses buy them? 
No one can answer this with finality, of 
course, until the bonds are offered and we see 
what the bond houses do in fact — although 
Assemblyman Doiwig would have us believe it 
is certain that the bond houses will NOT buy 
the bonds. 
• 
All indications point to the opposite answer 
however, for the bond houses base their decision 
to buy or not to buy on the recommendation 
of the very firm of experts which already have 
concluded that the proposition is financially 
sound.

ARE THE REST of 
reasons why there Is so much in­ 
terest in how the General anu the 
Governor are meeting their prob­ 
lems in taking over party leader­ 
ship. These are the crucial ques­ 
tions of the campaign. They pro­ 
vide, far more than any speech, a 
significant practical test of th# 
candidates themselves and of their 
ability to govern effectively. What 
is more it is on who emerges as 
dominant in each party that tha 
character of the next administra­ 
tion and of the opposition in Con­ 
gress as well depends 
% 
For the purposes of a political 
campaign it can be assumed that 
this country is not divided ideo­ 
logically. It is the exception rather 
than the rule to find any public 
man admitting that on any of the 
great issues of foreign and domestic 
policy he differs in principle from 
any other public man. So if one 
reads only the words of the 
prescriptions, the medicine will al­ 
ways seem to. be more or less the 
same mixture of rhubarb and sqda. 
But the words of the prescription 
do not tell the patient what ha is 
actually going to find himself 
swallowing. That will depend on 
who is behind the counter when 
the prescription is made up. 
In 1932, for »ample, the Demo­ 
crats were elected on a platform 
and after speeches which were 
strictly isolationist in foreign af­ 
fairs and in domestic affairs were 
orthodox coruervstive. But what* 
mattered waa that the control of

•von by Roosevelt and tha New 
Dealers. 


SINCE THEN THE PROBLEM 
of party control has not until this 
year bothered the Democrats. The 
succession from Roosevelt to Tru­ 
man happened over three years be­ 
fore the party primaries and con­ 
vention of 1943, and by that time, 
though there was some rebellion, 
Truman was in full control of the 
immense powers of the presidency. 
But now, as Gov. Stevenson haa 
acknowledged, ’there is no more 
important question in his cam­ 
paign than whether he is leading 
the party or whether the party 
is in charge of him. 
. The Republicans ought to be 
quite familiar with the struggle for 
party control. It has been their 
main problem for twenty years — 
and especially since 1940, when un­ 
der Willkie they made the first of 
their four successive attempts to 
reconstruct the party by replacing 
the leadership which had crashed 
in 1932. 
This year, then, the question is 
paramount in both parties. It* is 
paramount in the sense that the 
struggle for control is the ac­ 
tuality with which aim in which 
Eisenhower and Stevenson are 
moving. The drama is fascinating 
and momentous—but not a* yet as 
between Stevenson and Eisenhower.

most important is that only one of 
them, the winner of the election, 
will be able to hold on to the lead­ 
ership of his party.

AS o r NOW, NEITHER can 
take it as settled that he is firmly 
in the saddle Both are still in the 
process of asserting their powers 
and of establishing their authority.

For 
there is much genuine doubt as to 
whether they personally have more 
to gain by Eisenhower's victory or 
by his defeat. 


GEN. EISENHOWER IS con­ 
fronted. therefore, with an excep­ 
tionally difficult problem: he is 
the nominee of a party in which a 
highly organized faction, long the 
dominant faction, c a n n o t be 
counted on to be unreservedly in 
favor of his election. He is not, if \I 
may say so, mastering this funda­ 
mental problem. His initial mis­ 
take, it seems to me, to that he has 
accepted uncritically the formula 
that in order to be a successful 
President be needs a Republican 
majority to organize both Houses 
of Congress. 
The formula is plausible, of 
course, but for Him in hit present 
situation it is a destructive fallacy. 
It is, to begin with, not true that as 
President he could not carry out 
his measures without a Republican 
majority- The General has con­ 
fused a Republican majority with 
an Eisenhower majority. In Con- 
gress, the Republicans, like the 
Democrats, do not vote aa a uni­ 
fied party. Eisenhower as Presi­ 
dent would have to find his Con­ 
gressional support in a coalition of 
non-isolationist conservatives. He 
could not possibly find it among 
the Republicans alone.

'AFFAIRS OF STATE' 
State-Operated TV Could 
Be Used For Propaganda 


By HENRY C. MacARTHUR 
SACRAMENTO (CNS) — As­ 
semblyman Francis Dunn Jr., of 
Alameda county, the legislator who 
recently asked the attorney general 
if it is all right to work for pro­ 
posed constitutional amendments 
for hire, which he sponsored in the 
state legislature, has a new wrinkle 
now for the promulgation of state 
propaganda. 
Dunn, appearing at a hearing in 
Sacramento called by Dr. Roy E. 
Simpson, state superintendent of 
public instruction, for the purpose 
of discussing the financing of a 
state-operated television system, 
told the conference that the de­ 
partments of state other than the 
department of education could 
utilize television for propaganda 
purposes, 


MOST STATE DEPARTMENTS 
at the present time have either 
one or two employees whom they 
designate as public relations offi­ 
cials. These state employees have 
the duty of dispensing information 
concerning the department’s work 
to the people of the state. 
Dunn’s idea, it was indicated, to 
to turn the light of propaganda 
into television thorugh the so- 
called “educational” programs on 
the proposed television system. 
The f e d e r a l communications 
commission has allocated eight 
television channels to California 
to be used by public agencies if 
they so desire, for television on a 
so-called “educational basis.” 
These stations, if set up. would 
be in direct competition with ths 
private stations for the tim% of 
the home viewer. 


IF SET UP ON a state-wide 
basis, the operation would involve 
another government bureaucracy, 
with a large staff of television men 
and women running the programs. 
Dunn, the Alameda assemblyman 
who has spent a lot of hto spare 
time in the employ of the Cali- 
Teachers Association's sub- 
tions for the promulgation 
of ballot measures designed to 
raise the taxes of the people of the 
state, outlined the numerous ways 
the state could use televisidn. 
“But,** he -laid, “when it comes to 
broadcasting tbe activities of the 


state legislature, television should 
go slow.” 
But it could be used, he pointed 
out, by numerous state agencies, 
namely, mental hygiene, the pur­ 
chasing department, criminal iden­ 
tification, motor vehicles, and 
others. 
“It could show the people,” he 
declared, “what the department* 
are doing for them. 


«’AND IT COULD BE USED 
to counteract the attacks of people 
who don’t believe in democratic 
government; who attack govern­ 
ment employees as »bureaucrats’ 
and complex governmental man­ 
agement as ’bungling.’ ” 
It to somewhat significant that 
Assemblyman Dunn/ the chairman 
of the aswfebly education commit­ 
tee, both during the session and 
in the interim, should be pitching 
for the establishment of a state­ 
wide and state-operated television 
system, dedicated to the propa­ 
ganda of government. 
This appears to he an indication 
that some legislators, at least, are 
worltiflg for the socialization of 
government and dosage of the 
public with governmental propa­ 
ganda designed to create thinking 
along socialistic lines.
